, Ihnitou  Springs,  Colorado,  tas  contacted  reference 
his  sighting  an  unidentified  aerial  object,  Jr,  wMmlmpr informed  tlie 
writer  that  he  sighted  tho  object  at  0758  hours  (1ST)  (025BZ),  *Ie  ex- 
plained that  he  had  been  Triping  off  the  clothesline  prior  to  hanging  out 
clothes,  and  because  they  were  over  his  head,  it  was  necessary  for  him 
to  look  up  directly  at  the  ridge  between  Cameron's  Cone  and  Jt.  Arthur, 

It  was  at  this  time  tiut  he  noticed  a light  silver  colored  object  approxi- 
mately 200  feet  above  the  ridge  connectin^r  the  aforenentioned  peaks.  The 
object  seamed  to  hang  in  tiie  air  in  one  spot,  !te  estimated  its  size  to  be 
one  and  one-half  feet  in  diameter,  Ife  *vas  able  to  observe  ti*e  object  for 
approximately  three  minutes,  and  during  the  time  of  his  observation,  he 
turned  away  to  call  his  wife  three  different  times.  The  object  remained 
in  the  same  spot  during  this  action,  He  turned  to  call  his  wife  a fourtn 
time  and  when  he  looked  for  the  object  again,  it  had  disappeared  com- 
pletely, !Ie  was  unable  to  determine  from  where  it  had  come.  Also  he 
could  not  tell  the  mtarial  from  which  the  object  T/as  constructed.  However, 
he  stated  that  he  felt  it  was  a balloon.  There  was  no  smoke,  odor,  sound, 
lights,  means  of  propulsion,  means  of  support  (other  tiuui  it  being  a bal- 
loon), fins,  stabilisers  or  openings  on  the  object.  The  reason  he  was 
unable  to  determine  siny  of  these  factors  was  due  to  the  distance  of  the 
object  from  the  observer.  He  was  unable  to  tell  how  the  object  disappeared 
booausa  he  was  not  looking  at  it  at  the  time  of  its  disappearance.

4*  Dasoription  of  Terrain4  The  place  of  siEhting  was  approxi- 
mately  one  quarter  of  a mile  south  of  US  Highway  24  on  ttie 
■H^Highway,  :.anltou  Springs*  Colorado.  Tl^e  map  coordinates  of  this 
ioeation  are  approxinately  38®  47*  north  latitude  and  104®  59*  west 
longitude.  The  terrain  is  extremely  mountainous,  being  in  the  foot- 
hills of  tho  Front  Range  of  the  Rocky  !..ountains.  Tl'xe  altitude  at  the 
placo  of  sighting  is  approxicately  6,500  foet  end  tho  region  over  which 
the  object  was  si[jited  is  approxirmtely  10,500  feet.  The  writer  was 
able  to  obsorre  the  ridge  between  Cameron*  s Cone  and  Lt.  Arthur  from 
the  same  point  from  which  the  object  was  sighted  by  !>.  Des- 

pite the  fact  that  this  is  extremely  toountainous  country,  a clear  view 
was  had  of  this  ridge. 


5,  Tne  altitude  of  the  object  would  be  approximtely  10,700  feet 
abo7e  sea  level  and  the  observer  sifted  it  at  an  approximate  SO  to  60^ 
horltontal  angle.  His  position  vms  facing  the  object  at  the  time  of 
sighting. 

6.  Concerning  the  observer.  presently  imemployed, 

having  been  released  from  Civil  Service  on  30  Juno  1C49,  due  to  reduction 
in  force.  Ho  was  a pipe  fitter  at  Camp  Carson,  Colorado,  rrlor  to  tills 
employment,  he  was  wor^ng  for  the  midland  Railroad  Company  as  a track 
employee.  This  employment  was  terminated  due  to  the  closing  down  of  the 
railroad.  l!r.  itttfMlpBfcls  57  years  old.  It  is  necessary  for  him  to  wear 
bl -focal  glasses,  and  he  claims  to  be  far  sighted,  hence  the  glasses. 

He  olaima  that  he  has  never  liad  any  trouble  with  his  ability  to  discern 
colors  and  objects.  Interviews  were  held  with  I'riends,  former  employers 
and  former  fellow  employees  of  Lr. and  they  could  throw  no 
further  light  on  Ms  abilities  for  observation.  The  writer  was  unable  to 
observe  to  fomulate  any  opinions  of  his  own.  In  talking 

with  his  friends,  it  was  ascertained  that  Ur.ilflBiflSfMtis  considered  to 
be  a very  reliable  person.  However,  it  is  known  that  lie  is  a very  talk- 
ative individual. 


7.  An  extensive  investigation  was  conducted  b>*  the  writer  in  an 
attempt  to  locate  other  individuals  who  night  have  obsorvod  this  object} 
however,  these  attempts  net  with  negative  results.  Further,  the  v/riter 
personally  observed  the  terrain  and  talked  to  individuals  who  had  oppor- 
tunity to  observe  this  terrain  in  th«d  r everyday  work  with  the  thought 
in  mind  that  the  object  could  have  possibly  been  weather  equipment  and 
could  have  gone  dorm  in  this  vicinity.  This  also  mat  vdth  negative  re- 
sults. It  is  known  that  the  US  V/eather  Bureau  in  Denver  very  frequently 
senda  up  various  tyres  of  weather  balloons,  and  inasmuch  as  the  winds 
aloft  at  this  time  were  from  the  north  and  northeast,  die  possibilities 
of  one  of  those  balloons  entering  this  area  are  verj'  good. 

8.  A cheek  of  operations  at  Teterson  Field  revealed  that  there  were 
no  aircraft,  to  their  knowledge,  in  flight  at  the  tine  of  this  sighting. 
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
